The enormous increase In traffic by 


motor trucks is.creating a situation 
not unlike that developed by the. .con- 
struction of tiie pioneer railroads.': As 
the stage coach and the Conestoga. 
wagon were the.means of passenger 
and- freight .transportation in those 
days, the building of railroads .was 
more or less strenuously opposed on 
the ground that they would drive the' 
horse drawn vehicles out of business. 


Now the motor truck "is spelling 


ruin to both our rairways and .our 
highways," if we are to believe the 
alarmists who are warning the! people 
against crippling their friends, " ths 
railroads, by diverting shipments to 
"tha-t unregulated plratte ship, 
the 


motor truck." 


Just as placing obstacles in tie way 


of railroad development failed to pre- 
vent the decline of the stags coach; 
discouraging the use of motor trucks 
will not provide a remedy for the 
situation which is causing so much 
concern to the partisans of tho rail- 
roads. 


The motor truck is the natural evo- 


luticn in the realm of modern trans- 
portation methods. 
It is not only 


here to stay but it will come into larg- 
er and more general use as time passes 
in the same measure that railroads 
grew and expanded alter their utility 
had been demonstrated. 


Far greater efficiency In the trans- 


portation of freight, particularly be- 
tween points .not a great 
distance 


apart, is obtained by the use of motor 
trucks than by railroads. 
Greater 


flexibility of operation permits load- 
ing of merchandise and products di- 
rect from the shippers' establishments 
and their delivery at the door of the 
consignee, eliminating two or more 
handlings on every consignment. To 
assaiUsuch an improvement In trans-, 
portaflon -service on the ground that 
it is prejudicial to tha railroads is 
as fundamentally 
wrong 
and eco- 


nomically unsound as it was to attack 
tha railroads years ago becansa they 
threatened the continued prosperity 
of tite stage coach business. 


The growth, of the railroads long 


ago made apparent the necessity of 
placing them under some forms of 
regulation. 
Motor truck traffic 
Ts 


fast assuming such importance and 
proportions thex 
similar 
measures 


must be adopted with respect to its 
control and regulation. Plainly the 
remedy for the 
situation 
against 


which complaint is beginning to be 
made lies, at least, partially, in the 
taxing power of local; 'state and fed- 
eral governments. 


Motor truck companies ought to pay 


s. tar larger share of the cost of road 
maintenance than they do at present. 
One of the reasons wiy they are able 
to undersell the railroads In trans- 
portation Js that. J-hey have the uf 
<-' 


a roadbetT,?constructed amf-ma 
ed by the states, counties or town- 
ships, for only a nominal sum repre- 
sented by 
the license fees. On the 


other hand tae railroads have mil- 
lions of capital invested in roadbed 
and equipment and have to 
spend 


millions of their own money annual- 
ly for t)h« maintenance of both. These 
facts are becoming to be more gen- 
erally re«>snlzed;;and already public 
opinion is beginning to "regard 
as 


necessary some form of action that 
will meet the situation with fairness 
to both methods o! iranaporuition and 
to the taxpayers. 


It appears logical anrl reawjnable 


that some plan should be. adopted 
for levying road charges 
on motor 


driven vehicles of all kinds which 
will provide larger income than at 
present derived from this source and 
establish classifications based on the 
character of traffic, mileage travelled 
and other factors, In the same manner 
chat freight charges on the railroads 
are determined on the unit of weight 
and distance hauled. 


If the growth in- the use of motor 


driven vehicles continues at the pres- 
ent rate, wltih-consequent and con- 
stant deterioration of tho highways, 
states, counties and 
municipalities 


will become bankrupt in an attempt 
to meet the cost 
of 
maintenance.

decreed "lor this Armistice Day, as all 
America" quits Its busy throbbing life 
to honor, ons unknown soldier, many'

Three jrears ago,- as the world turn- 


ed .from .the;battlefield to count the 
coat, 77.W8 American 
dead 
were 


strewn across -Europe from Sedan to 
the" sea. Patiently the work went for- 
ward ol gathering the bodies together 
Into 1,70D cemeteries in France. Bel- 
gium, Italy, • -Britain and Germany; 
then- patiently was carried through 
the concentration of bodies by groups 
until'the number, o? cemeteries hold- 
ing American dead wag reduced to 
500. .Finally there came the time In 
the Call of 1919 whou, all this work 
done, the question o£ the final di&po- 
sitlon of the' bodies, in accordance 
•with, the wishes of the next of kin, 
needed -to be settled. The War De- 
p"c.rtmeht,"whilB the war was on, had 
given Its pledge that wh&ra the next 
of kin BO willed, the bodies of our 
overseas dead would be returned to 
this country. 


tt was toward sur.set on a. windy 


day in Alarch, 192il, that the great -^blp 
which, had carried so many men to 
Prance, tho Korthern Pacific, put in- 
to Hoboken with the bodies of 18 dead 
from, overseas. Steadily have they 
coino from that time on, cargo after 
cargo 
of heroic dust, 
until today 


42,0fi£ bodies have) been brought hack 
and given into the hands of their next 
of kin. This Armistice Day finds the 
greatest tank of returning to this 
country all- bodies requested by the 
next ot kin almost accomplished. Of 
America's 77,048 overseas dead only 
2,556 remain to be returned. 


The dead com-0 home hava come 


from many lands. 
The great host of 


lUc-Lu, 37,861. have come Jrorn 
the 


fields of Franco; but 1.835 have come 
from England, 1.4B7 Trom Germany, 
607 from Belgium, 160 from Luxem- 
bourg, 11] from Russia, 5C from Italy 
and one from Poland. 


Many ships, well known 
to old 


members of the A. E. F., have heea 
engaged in the natlon'3 Lender eater- 
prise. Twelve different boats, making 
32 trlps.ajtogether, have returned the 
42,098 bodte*. 
Outstanding among 


them has b&en the vniealoo. which 
has made sbc trips and brought back 
22.187 bodies. It was this ship which, 
bearing 5,2-10 bodies, was met at Ho- 
bokon May 38 last by President Hard- 
Ing and many notables. The cere- 
monies upon that occasion on the Ho- 
boken pier8 made a deep impression 
on the whole country.
